Canadian Grapes 


This year Canada, ‘has the largest 
‘rop of grapes she has ever had, 
fhe market is crowded with this 


‘olorful fruit which is in good sup- 
dly and is of excellent quality. 

The grape growers association are 
‘oncerned about the maturity of their 
product, as the maturity has to do 
with the determination of the grade. 
They want to supply the Canadian 
housewife withi fully matured grapes 
for use in jelly making and eating. 
in order-to reach this: objective, a 
sefractometer must be used to de- 
termjne ‘the sugar content of the 
grapes and of course, the sugtr 
zontent determines the maturity. A 
jimited number of special refracto- 
meters are being used this year by 
ue fruit inspectors of the Canada 
Department of Agriculture in grad- 
ing the grape crop, _ It is expected 
that some important information 
will be obtained from these tests 
which are now being made. It is an- 
ticipated thdt these tests used to de- 
termine the maturity of grapes will 
have a very beneficial effect upon the 
grapes being offered on the markets 
this fall. This should be of great 
interest to all Canadian homemakers 
because it shows that Mr. Producer ig 
becoming more and more interested 
in how his product reaches Mrs. 
Consumer. 

When choosing grapes, look © for 
plump “firm -fruit. If the grapes 
are for table use, make certain that 
they do not drop off the stems at 
the slightest touch, Avoid. grapes 
tat are mouldy and white and be 
on the lookout for fruit which has 
been injured by frost. The evidence 
of this is soft, flabby fruit, 

Grapes are a very tasty topic. 
Everyone enjoys eating grapes from 
the ‘bunch and a well-filled bowl 
on the table or sideboard doesn't 
stay well filled long in the average 
home, . 

While the .so-called blue grapes 
are most common, red and white

and a rich’ wine-red collor. When 
making grape jelly or any other jelly 
for that matter it is most important 
to use the pectin test to determine 
whether or not there is sufficient pec- 
tin in the juice to produce a jelly. If 
after making the pectin test a clot 
does not form in other words if 
only a few flicks of jelly appear, the 
juice should be boiled a few min- 
utes longer testing frequently until 
the pectin test is satisfactory. 

Many homemakers never think of 


making grape desserts, but the hofe 
economists have tried sevra] which 


they like very much, For instance, 
they suggest that grape juice may be 
used instead of iemon juice in baked 
sponge pudding. Tha is the pudding 


which, when cooked, has a custard |- 


on the bottom and cake on top. 
Grape juice shebert is also very good. 
It has a refreshing flavor and it is 
wonderful to serve after a large 
meal because it is so light and tart. 
Lemon snow may be made into grape 
snow by merely substituting grape 
grape juice for the lemon juice, Many 
other colorful deserts can’be made 
by merely substituting grape for any 
other juice suggested. Another idea 
the home economists suggest is that 
the grape juice may be used instead 
of milk or cream as the liquid in but- 
ter icing for cakes. Grape: juice 
also. makes wonderful sauces for: 
Always remember 
that fresh grapes, when-served with 
are an_ ideal 
desert, easy to serve and easy to 
prepare. A few grapes may be 
tossed into any fruit salad or fruit 
cup to add color and flavor. Most 
important of all though, is to keep 
the fruit bow] well filled with grapes 
in this season of grape plenty.

Ask Federal Aid 


EDMONTON, Alta.—Prairie grain 
growers were reported in urgent need 
of ready cash and the Federal Gov- 
ernment was as’ed to help them out. 

J. E. Brownlee, president of the 
United Grain Growers’ Ltd., appealed 
to the government to either release 
Proceeds of last year’s crop sales 
through the Canadian Wheat Board 
or increase the initial prices on this 
year’s grain. 

“Many western farmers urgently 
need more cash than they can obtain 
immediately from marketing of this 
year’s crop,” Brownlee said in a press 
statement. 

He said “tens of millions of dol- 
lars” still was owing to farmers 
from last year’s crop sales and sug- 
gested “at least’ 25 cents a bushel 
on last year’s wheat deliveries be a 
suitable interim payment, 

“However, if this is not possible 
there should be a substantial in- 
crease in initial payments on this 
year’s deliveries of wheat, oats and 
barley,” he said.
